Experts Advise Sowing 
Aster Seed in Open 


M any florists now grow asters 
from seed gown in the open ground, 
w ithout transplanting, claim ing that 
ouch plants will grow m o re \ % >r- 
cusly than those sta rte d in a Trot­ 
hed or greenhouse, and subjected 
to the check of transplanting. 
If you are willing to w ait a little 
longer for flowers, and enjoy th em 
in the late su m m e r and fall, tins is 
a good m ethod to use. 
T he seed 
can be sown in row s in the cut­ 
ting or vegetable garden. 
Cart* 
m u st be taken to sow thinly, and 
when the seedlings com e Up, they 
m u st be thinned, 
so th a t plants 
stand about ai* inches apart. G rown 
without 
tran splan ting 
the 
plants 
have g reater vigor, they escape the 
ills which seem so likely to a t­ 
tack asters indoors, and are m uch 
m o re resistan t to the troubles th at 
asters have encountered so fre­ 
quently in recen t years. 
If a wilt resistan t variety is sown 
in this way, there will be increased 
vigor, since such v arictiei a re bred 
to defy the wilt, one of the p rin ­ 
cipal aster troubles.
